Tbe regular meeting of tbe board 
of education was beld last night, with 
four of the mernliers absent, Messrs. 
Taylor, Smith, Allen and Walston. 

The regular routine preliminaries 
were observed, after which Supt. Mc- 
Broom read his monthly re|iort. 
showing tbe enrollment for tbe month 
of September to be 1,7*2 white, and 
718 colored, total 2,500. It would 
have been three or four more white 
but some transferred the las 
had uot entered where they 
sent. Tbe enrollment shows an in- 
crease over September last year of 
185 white and U colored, total KM. 
Tbe average daily attendance for tbe 
month was 15H5 white and 575 col- 
ored, total 2,160; and is compared 
with Septemlier last year, it shows 
an increase of 180 white and de- 
crease of rive colored, total increase 
175. 

When it is considered that for that 
185 increase we have but three extra 
rooms, and one of them scarcely a 
half room, tl c winder is that in the 
adjusting ana equaling we did not 
have even more trouble than we did. 

The treasurer's report showed a 
balance in tbe treasury of $:<. ',•'<, .0 
Miscellaneous bills amounting to $ •.- 
802.23 were allowed. 

The bond of F. W. Katterjohn as 
superintendent of the high school 
building was accepted.

Su|K>rintendent Katterjohn of the 
new school building made the follow- 
ing report:

•4,460. 

According to instruction from your 
honorable board, the dues have all 
been changed to conform with plans 
of Buffalo Heating Company and 
have changed the headers and trim- 
mers around flues, and all are now 
done in good and workmanlike man- 
ner. Have also instructed Mr 
Hjmarsh to build the jambs in front 
eutrance to receive the storm door 
He has torn elown earner of building 
that tiad cracked and settled, and has 
excavated two feet deeper for fouo 
dalion. and your wall now rests on 
good solid clay. In setting frames 
for first story I found that tho win 
dow aills were not according to plans 
in that they were not but ten (10) 
inches deep, when they should bsve 
been thirteen and one-half inches 
but have overcome the deficiency by 
reducing tbe depth of the reveal.

upon the predomination of Caucasian 
blood over that of any other race. 
And the classes to be understood as 
embracing these persons commonly 
understood to belong to the colored 
population, embraces not only the 
negroes but tbe Indian, Chinaman, 
etc., where the color is not that of 
the Caucasian. Now these con- 
ditions being announced and accepted 
as tbe law, you will see that the 
Chinaman cannot be admitted to the 
white school. I>ecause he is not a 
Caucasian, and if he cannot be admit- 
ted to the white school, the natural 
inquiry would be: "Where shall he 
go. if to school Htall?" Manifestly, 
sinoe he comes within the racea that 
are not admitted in the Caucasian, 
'nit as colored, he must go to the 
colored school if at all. I am clearly 
of the opinion tbat that is the proper 
place, under the law, for him. It 
may be doubtless true, that tbe child 
with mixed blood may be whiter in 
appearance than tbe Caucasian, but 
the mixture of the races, in law, pre- 
vent such a child from lteing con- 
sidered a white person. Therefore, 
that law which savs tbat a colore.) 
child shall not go lo the white school, 
would prevent tbe Chinaman from at- 
tending that school.

Tha men stood a pretty good 
ohaaol of spending the remainder of 
their days in jail until a few days 
ago. when the magistrate hapfieoed 
to come to town, ami bethought him- 
self of bringing the warrants. They 
were turned over to the proper au- 
ahofiliee, Bad the prisoners are to 
haanj a trial this week. They are 
charged with robbery. They are 
doubtless forcibly impressed with 
llie conviction that "it is better late 
than never."

The oHj has derided that it must 
do one of two things — repeal the law 
which says that n patient ahall not 
remain in the city hospital but 30 
dm s or have them all discharged at tbe 
expiration of that time, dead or 
alive. The report of the steward, 
read at the DM Mil, showed that one 
put n ut had been there for nearly 
nine months, while several others 
had been there for nearly as long. It 
would look inhuman to turn some of 
i he in out when they are in eucb a 
condiiion as many of them get, yet 
tli- law is plain, and if it cannot be 
eofOfOtd ii ought to be repealed. 
The present administration alarted 
out to inaugurate a change in the 
management of the hospital, and. de- 
cided that no one but transient fodi- 
geuls were eligible to admission to 
the city hospital, this lieiag the or- 



iginal nrpose for whiwli the institu- 
tion was established. Tills would 
necessitate all others being sent to 
the hospital, which has never been 
considered a hospital, but more of a 
refuge for destitute people who have 
to be supported by some one. 

In many instances, people with 
consumption are taken to tbe hos- 
pital, where they become too low to 
be sent away, and linger until death 
relieves them. This in oftentimes for 
mouths. Judge Tully, who is watch- 
ful of the county's interests, refuses 
to send such patients to tbe |»oo: 
farm, Insisting that theii proper 
place is in the city hospital, and tbe 
only thing lo do is to take them to 
the latter place or let them die with- 
out help or sup|Kirt. Thus, with 
law on one side and humanity on the 
other, the city physician and hos- 
pital managers, including the mayor, 
arc left in a very unpleasant predica- 
ment.

A touching incident was witnessed 
on the Illinois Central passenger 
train yesterday forenoon. It illua- 
trates what railroad men have to 
contend with, oftentimes, and how a 
kiud act can be appreciated. 

An aged roan with bis wife and Qve 
or six small children boarded the 
train above Central City.
